Hurter, Chief As- 
sayer of the Dominion government's 
gold-purchasing office of this city, 
platinum in large quantities is present 
in the gold brought to Vancouver from 
the Yukon, and Northern British 
Columbia. No effort has ever been 
made to obtain it, and Hurter says 
thousands of dollars must annually be 
lost to miners because they unknow- 
ingly throw away valuable platinum 

in tailings from their claims.

MANY MILLIONS IN ORE.

TACOMA (Wash.) Dec. 6.—{BExclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Contracts have been 
closed with the Pollard Steamship 
Company of San Francisco, and the 
Pacific Cold Storage Steamship Com- 
pany, operating from Tacoma, for the 
delivery of ores to Tacoma and Ever- 
ett smelters, valued at $11,700,000. The 
contracts called for delivery. of 39,000 
tons of ore at the rate of 2500 tons 
monthly. General Manager Pollard is 
now on the Sound closing arrangemerts 
with the smelter companies. His com- 
pany will obtain its ores from the Cal- 
ifornia Sample Works of San Fran- 
cisco. The ores to be transported come 
from points in Nevada, Arizona, Mex- 
ico, New Mexico, Southern California 
and as far south as South America. 

The Pacific Cold Storage Steamship 
Company, which has accepted a year's 
contract with the Mehanic Gladhaugh 
Mining Company of Ellamar, Alaska, 
will transport 1000 tons a month from 
that company’s Ellamar copper prop- 
erties. The total shipments will aggre- 
gate 12,000 tons. A conservative esti- 
mate places the value of the ore at 
$200,000 per ton. The value of the 
yearly output will reach $3,600,000.

Dec. 6.—A train- 
load of hops ‘consisting of forty-two 
cars was started on its way east today 
over the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company's line.

Vickrey voted 
for it, but the other members appar- 
ently were convinced that the 
will be a menace to the neighborhood. 

.Citigens of the Seventh ard have 
been kept in a constant state of tur- 
moil of late by the applications of gas 
and oll-refining compan'es to locate in 
that bailiwick. The Imperial Refining 
and Asphalt Company wished to locate 
on the property bounded by Ellery, 
Shearer and Wilson streets, about one- 
fourth of a mile south of Seventh street 
and the same distance east of Alameda 
street. A strong protest was filed with 
the board yesterday by residents of the 
immediate vicinity. Superintendent of 
Schools J. A. Foshay objected because 
of the proximity of the location to the 
Seventh-street school. 

The interests of the refining compan 
were represented by Attorney A. 1 
Cates, who was fortified with maps to 
prove that many of the protestants do 
not live in the immediate neighborhood. 
Mayor Snyder, however, knocked the 
pins out from under the attorney’s ar- 
gument by decidring that the gases 
were more noticeable a mile away than 
in the immediate vicinity of the re- 
finery. He said that only a day or to 
before he had received a protest against 
the refinery at Ninth street and Santa 


Attorney Cates protested that such 


a view of the case would drive legiti- 


mate manufacturing interests out of 
the city, and that refineries are badly 
needed, owing to the present state of 
the off market. If it was contended 
that gases are as objectionable a mile 


away as in the vicinity. then it would 


be impossible to find any location 
within the city where can 
locate.
